FILLIN G UP after the gasless 
three-day weekend this morning 
were both Lompoc motorists and 
local service stations Above, the 
Atlantic 
Richfield 
Co. 
(ARCO) 
station at 219 East Ocean Avenue 
vended its 1.000 daily gallons of gas 
at what appeared to be the lowest 
rate in the valley Motorists this 
morning were lined up to buy the 
scarce 
fuel 
before 
the 
station 
opened at 8 a m ARCO spokesmen 
say most of their six local outlets 
will receive comparable deliveries 
Left. Ray’s Shell station on V Street 
was tanking up on gas this morning 
but was not open Ray’s is usually 
open in the afternoons. 


Thirsty autos seek gasoline 


Lompoc motorists flocked to gas 
up after 
the gasless three-day 
weekend this morning but little 
relief was in sight. 
Some local stations such as the 
Union Oil outlet at North H and 
North Avenue reported no gas for 
the rest of the month. Others, like 
Union’s East Ocean and A Street 
station, had gas this morning but 
reported they would be out for the 
month in another week. 
A 
long file of 
thirsty 
autos 
threaded from Atlantic Richfield’s 
219 East Ocean Avenue station 
where regular was going for 46.5 
cents 
and 
premium 
for 
50.5. 
According 
to 
a 
spokesman 
at 
ARCO’s West Laurel Avenue bulk 
plant, the city’s five ARCO outlets 
will probably receive 1,000 gallons 
daily for the rest of the month. 80 
per cent of their 1972 deliveries 
But, it's not enough, a spokesman 
at the East Ocean Ave. ARCO 
station said 
“ Hell, I’ll be out in another 
hour...There’s a line here every 
morning. They wait for me at 
quarter to eight. I open at 8, and we 
get rolling,’’ he said. 
The College and H Street ARCO 
outlet was retailing this morning at 
51.1 for a gallon of regular and 53.5 
for premium 
Their 1.000 gallon 
monthly cut wasn’t enough to fill 
demand either 
“ If you stayed open, you could sell 
2 — 3,000 gallons all day,’’ the 
operator estimated 
Some stations, like the College 
and H St. ARCO and Ocean and 
Third Street ARCO are open for 
gasoline sales only for four or five 
hours 
daily 
during 
commuting 
periods. 
Others are merely pumping until 
their daily self imposed ration, if 
they impose one, is gone, which isn’t 
long. Some dealers report they are 
dividing their monthly work days 


into expected deliveries to arrive at 
the gas they’ll pump each day. 
ARCO's 219 East Ocean Avenue 
station is doing this. Others appear 
to be pumping till they’re dry. 


Still 
other 
station 
managers 
report that they've been cut to 16,000 
gallons 
monthly 
in 
deliveries, 
though they could sell 50,000 today 
and could probably have retailed 
around 35,0(X) gallons a month in pre- 
shortage days.

Other local 
gas stations this 
morning lined up this way: Sam’s 
Shell at Pine Ave. and North H St 
had gas over the weekend and was 
running out. Ray’s Mobil across 
Pine Ave. is out of gas with a 
delivery coming tomorrow. Lmdy’s 
Chevron on East Ocean has gas and 
is open 
in 
mornings 
and 
late 
afternoons. Akins’ Exxon near the 
Lions Inn is closed today and will 
get gas tonight. Ray’s Shell on V 
Street was getting gas this morning 
and is generally open afternoons. 


Kissinger to visit 
Mideast to aid peace 


W A SH IN G T O N 
( U P I) 
President Nixon announced after 
conferring with two Arab foreign 
ministers today that Secretary' of 
State Henry A. Kissinger would 
make a new trip to the Middle East 
to help get troop disengagement 
talks under way between Israel and 
Syria. 
The President met for nearly an 
hour and a half with Egypt’s Ismail 
Fahmy and Saudi Arabia’s Omar 
Sakkaf in the Oval Office. 
Afterward, while standing in the 
Rose Garden, Nixon said he had 
asked Kissinger to go back to the 
Middle East “ where he will meet 
with Syrian and Israeli officials with 
the 
objective 
of 
getting 
talks 
started’’ on the disengagement of 
forces in the Golan Heights area. 
Nixon 
did 
not 
mention 
any 
discussion during the meeting of the 
prospect of lifting of the Arab oil 
embargo against the United States,

immediate response today from the 
kidnapers of his daughter. Patricia 
Hearst planned to reveal more 
details of the giveaway program for 
the needy demanded by the terrorist 
Symbionese Liberation Army before 
negotiations can begin for release of 
Miss Hearst. the granddaugter of 
William Randolph Hearst, founder 
of the Hearst publishing empire 
The 
family 
waited 
at 
their 
Hillsborough mansion on the eve of 
their 
kidnaped 
daughter's 
20th 
birthday, 15 days after she was 
taken from her Berkeley apartment, 
for an indication of whether the SLA 
would consider the $2 million plan, 
far short of the $400 million program 
originally 
demanded, 
to 
be 
adequate 
“ The next move is up to them.’’ 
Hearst 
said 
Monday 
after 
announcing the plan, the largest 
payment ever offered in a kidnaping 
in the United States He said the $2 
million would include $500,000 of his 
own money, which he said was “ a 
substantial part of my personal 
assets ’’ 
Meanwhile, the Hearst family was 
presented with a petition signed by 
6,000 welfare recipients who said 
they would refuse to accept any food 
or money offered by Hearst to meet 
the SLA demand 
The SLA, a small terrorist group 
which 
snatched 
the 
19-year-old 
granddaughter of William Randolph 
Hearst 
from 
her 
Berkeley 
apartment Feb 4, had demanded 
the food distribution as a “ gesture of 
good faith” which would allow the 
start 
of 
negotiations 
for 
Miss 
Hearst’s release. 
“ I consider this a good will 
gesture, particularly since there is 
no guarantee that my daughter will 
be released,” Hearst told newsmen 
at the Hilton Hotel after a five-hour 
secret meeting with representatives 
of the American Indian Movement 
and other activist groups asked by 
the SLA to monitor the distribution 
He promised a fuller statement on 
the food plan today. 
In its original demand a week ago, 
the SLA asked Hearst to provide $70 
of free food for an estimated 4 7 
million needy Californians, which 
the publisher said would cost about 
$400 million 
Hearst said the de­ 
mand was ‘impossible to meet but 
he would make a counter proposal 
before today’s SLA deadline for the 
start 
of 
food distribution 
The 
kidnapers said later they would 
“ accept a sincere effort’’ by Hearst 


The president-editor of the San 
Francisco Examiner said the money 
would be available today, but that it 
would take time to work out the 
details of the giveaway He said the 
program would be administered by 
a charitable foundation approved by 
California’s 
attorney 
general 
in 
order to avoid legal problems. 
“ You’re making a mistake in 
believing that this is a ransom 
demand.” Hearst told reporters. 
“ What they’re saying is, you give an 
expression of good will and show a 
desire to respond to our needs and 
our problems and the problems of 
the poor and hopefully they will 
respond in the manner they see fit 
Hearst said $500,000 of the money 
would come from his personal funds 
and the 
rest from 
the Hearst 
Foundation He said the charitable 
organization would determine who 
would receive the money, but he 
hoped it would consult with a 
“ coalition” of six activist groups 
asked by the SLA to oversee the 
distribution plan

Intensive search ends 
for boy lost at sea 


An intensive air and sea search ended today for an 11-year-old 
Seaside boy, missing since Sunday when his father s boat broke up on 
the rocks and heavy surf off Guadalupe beach 
A Coast Guard spokesman in San Francisco said the active search 
had been discontinued pending further developments The Santa 
Barbara County Sheriff’s Department also announced it had 
discontinued the search 
The boy, Joseph J Culmine was with his father, Jean, 40. and an 
older brother when the engine aboard their 30-foot boat died and the 
craft was swept ashore, breaking on the rocks 
The father and his older son managed to swim ashore, but Joseph 
was missing, prompting a search by the Coast Guard, Air Force and 
the Santa Barbara County Sheriff’s department which proved 
unfruitful 
The missing boy was reported to be wearing a life jacket when 
waves washed over the craft and blotted him from sight 


Stockpiles may be tapped 
to ease gasoline shortages 


WASHINGTON(UPI) 
- 
The 
government is prepared to tap the 
nation’s gasoline stockpiles to ease 
the auto fuel shortages in large 
metropolitan areas— especially the 
northeast 
Energy chief William E. Simon is 
expected to order all firms to draw 
down on their gasoline inventories 
rather than, as some have urged, 
shift gasoline from states with an 
excess to states with shortages. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
meanwhile, predicted today's vote 
on the much-rewritten,often delayed 
emergency energy bill will be “ a 
very close vote, a razor thin edge at 
this time It could go either way 
Other senators predicted, during 
floor 
debate 
Monday, 
that 
Americans would be rioting and 
acting like animals soon if Congress 
doesn't act quickly on a solution to 
the current gasoline shortage 
According to the Federal Energy 
Office’s 
Petroleum 
Situation 
Report, refineries have stockpiled 
more than 200 million barrels of 
gasoline—a close to normal amount 
for this time of year. 
The stocks could be “ drawn down 
to 
180 
million 
barrels wiithout 
serious trouble, an energy official 
said. 
The most severe shortages are 
reported in states such as New 
York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Florida and Virginia 
On the West Coast, Washington and 
Oregon also are pinched for gas. 
Energy officials have apparently 
ruled out

SANTA BARBARA, Calif (UPI) 
Dr Daniel Ellsberg, who was 
responsible 
for 
making 
the 
Pentagon 
Papers 
public, 
said 
Monday 
night 
he 
believed 
the 
attempted assassination of Gov 
George Wallace in 1970 might have 
been stage-managed by persons who 
wanted to see President Nixon re­ 
elected 
Ellsberg held a news conference 
on the Westmont College campus 
after speaking before a student 
audience He said the assassination 
attempt came at a time when it was 
calculated to help the Nixon re- 
election campaign 
Presumably, in Ellsberg s an­ 
alysis, Gov 
Wallace of Alabama 
could have kept some Southern and 
midwestern states from the Nixon 
column 
“ Under 
the 
circumstances,” 
Ellsberg said, “ it deserves a much 
closer look “ He said that he did not 
always harbor this suspicion but 
“ circumstances have compelled me 
to take a special look at this 
investigation 
“ The fact that we have to live with 
that suspicion now is part of the cost 
of what has gone before,” he said 
referring to what he had earlier 
described as “ illegal and covert” 
activities in connection with the 
Vietnam War and the Watergate 
break in 


Benton seeks openness, opportunity, better cable TV 


(E ditor's note: This is the second of a series.)

Renewed openness and opportunity for women in Lompoc 
city government and a closer look at Lompoc cable TV are 
among the assets form er councilwoman Charlotte Benton 
promises to deliver if elected to the Lompoc City Council 
March 5 
Perhaps her strongest qualifications for the job, she 
believes, are her 16 years of experience in Lompoc 
government and active participation in a 
galaxy of 
organizations over her 24 years here. 


Mrs Benton, 50, who was bom and educated in Germany, 
served two consecutive term s on the local governing board 
between the years 1964 and 1972, when she was unseated by 
present councilman Emil Scolari by a margin of 29 votes 
The first woman ever to serve on the council, she was 
defeated in a 1962 bid and was secretary to Lompoc’s city 
attorney for eight years prior to her winning 1964 
campaign 


Why is she seeking to return to the council? 
“ Because I think I’m needed here,” she answered. “ And 
right now I'm the only one (woman) who has enough 
exposure to make it I've worked for it I’ve prepared 
myself for that ever since 1958 ..when I'm there, the other 
women have more of a feeling that they’re participating 
and can come up and do something and speak up once in a 
while And I have resented it very much, ever since I lost 
the council seat, that the council has not appointed one 
woman to any com m ission.’’ 


Support this year, she feels, will come from the city’s 
ranks of women voters, with whom she has close contacts 
in a variety of clubs, as well as from city and school district 
employes. She lost in 1972, she believes, because she didn't 
campaign But she’ll spend an estim ated $500 on the 1974 
race and more if contributions allow 


Divorced since 1959, Mrs Benton’s professional expertise 
is in finance She has owned the Charlotte Benton Tax 
Service since 1967 
But the basic stock-in-trade she 
emphasizes is independence, whether it be to tour Europe 
and Asia, help design her own home, own her own business 
or run for council, all of which she has done. 
A woman who doubts she has the capacity for boredom, 
she says this freedom has allowed her to be active in a 
catalogue of local organizations including Quota Club, the 
Women’s Division of the Chamber of Commerce, United 
Fund. Dawn House, LoVARC, Lompoc Valley Music and 
Art Associations, the Lompoc Mental Health Association 
and the Community Action Council, among others. 
“ I really love it. I just feel that it’s not enough just to 
make money; you have to do more in this world It’s like a 
compulsion that I have to do something more. I can’t just 
sit here and accum ulate things, really,’’ she explained 
And independence, she also feels, would make her an 
asset on the council, particularly as a dam per on what she 
sees as a council habit of discussing public decisions out of 
public. 
“ ...It’s really true. When a woman is there, they can’t 
have all those little get togethers in the back of the Valley 
Club and make the decisions when I’m not there. They 
(would) have to discuss it when I’m there and that makes it 
public...you know very well how those things go.. I’ve had 
the impression that many things are decided or discussed 
with hints at the Valley Club and then certain mem bers (of 
the council) who feel flattered by being approached by 
certain m em bers at the Valley Club kind of go along with 
that line. And some people have to because of business 
reasons, you know, ” she charged. 
Her accounting business, she holds, would not represent a 


conflict of interest problem because her accounts are small 
business with from one to 20 employes, such as janitorial 
services and other businesses too small to have their own 
accountants. 
“ And (as for) the money I m ake,” she added, “ If I have 
to disclose it. fine. If any fortune hunters come after me, 
that one should be a m erry time for m e.” 
Mrs. Benton’s sunken living room at 211 South I Street is 
designed in a modern counterpoint between oranges, blacks 
and reds, with cylindrical lamps and a zebra fabric couch 
visible through curved glass from a circular patio. A 
collection of paintings 
by local artists and French 
lithographs are displayed on wall space not given over to 
shelves of books in English and German. She has no 
children and lives alone In a corner of the living room, a 
firepole streaks down into a pile of colored pillows from the 
second floor. 
“ It’s kind of the way my mind works som etim es,” Mrs. 
Benton explains, her G erm an accent never quite subdued 
“ It’s fun Whenever I have a party, everybody uses it. 
(Fire) Chief Baker dem onstrated how to come down 
properly.” 
Besides collecting local art, her hobbies are reading and 
travel In 1968, she event went on an African safari, though 
armed only with field glasses. Thinking of Lompoc as “ still 
a wild west little town in some respects,” she says she 
knowns of no more ideal place she’d rather live 
The 1974 council balloting, Mrs. Benton believes, lacks 
“ hard and fast issues," though city growth is one she 
commented on. 
“ I’ve been here ^ong enough to know that we need 
m oderate growth. We need certain growth to accom m odate 
the people that live here and to make it possible somehow, 
som etime for our own young people to find a future here, 
which they haven’t got now,” she opined. 
Favoring the idea of economic independence from the 
base, the form er G erm an newspaper music critic said she 
would favor “ anything (industry) that is not polluting, for 
one thing” and is not a source of noise pollution 
She believes that the Lompoc Economic Development 
Association has not had great success yet in attracting 
industry here, but adds that Santa Maria too went through a 


The interviews for this series were done in January 
and early this month, before any public forums had 
taken place. For this reason, the candidates had the 
benefit only of their own views of the city and its 
requirements and could urge only their own ideas as 
to how these requirements should be met based on 
thought and research each devoted to preparing for 
the campaign. 
The interviews were done not only to gather views 
and proposals of city government and the reasons for 
seeking office, but also, from their own words, to 
sketch them as people.

Mrs. Benton would have considered tourism a viable 
valley alternative before the gas shortage, she added, but 
now perhaps the em phasis should be on group touring in 
alliance with public transportation such as buses 
Lompoc’s mayor pro-tem in 1970 and 1971, Mrs. Benton 
also hit the present council for yielding too quickly to 
vociferous but small interest groups and expressed that 
while it’s nice to be able to do something for the well being 
and am usem ent of senior citizens, she doesn't feel it a city 
responsibility to provide entertainm ent for youth 
“ They should be able to make their own am usem ent. 
When we offer (them ) anything, they resent it the minute 
you offer it We’ve tried that so many tim es," she said 
Calling Teleprom pter Corp s Lompoc cable television 
equipm ent “absolutely antiquated,” Mrs. Benton prom ises 


to prepare for the city’s approaching franchise contract 
renewal date with the firm with claims for better service 
and more community control of the required public service 
cable TV channel (7). 
She charged that Teleprom pter has done little to improve 
its equipment and service since her departure from the 
council and said that more direct city control could bring 
unthought of benefits 
Financially. Mrs Benton sees a difficult year for the city, 
based on the reduction of from $50,000 to $75,000 in revenues 
due to electricity cutbacks 
With circum stances changing so fast, Charlotte Benton 
feels that the sturdiest plank in her platform is the 
community trust she believes she s long cultivated that 
whatever confronts the council next, she’ll do the best 
possible thing she knows how

Campaigns begin in 
British election 


LONDON (U P I) - More 
than 2,000 candidates hit the 
campaign trail today after 
the final day of filing for 
crucial national elections 
centered 
on 
Britain's 
crippling economic crisis. 
Opinion polls said Prime 
Minister Edward Heath’s 
Conservative party was a 
slight favorite over former 
leader 
Harold 
Wilson’s 
opposition Labor party in 
the Feb. 28 parliamentary 
elections. 
“ I have no doubt the 
people of Britain will return 
a Conservative government 
for the next five years,” a 
smiling Heath told voters 
Monday on a quick, meet- 
the-people tour of Scotland 
As the election campaign 
heated 
up, 
however, 
a 
surging 
crow d 
of 
antigovernment 
demonstrators 
mobbed 
Heath when he tried to 
shake hands with Scottish 
voters 
in 
the 
Glasgow 
suburb of Johnstone. 
The 
crowd, 
shouting 
“ Heath 
out” 
and 
“ go 
home,” forced the prime 
minister to take refuge in 
his car. He looked rumpled 
afterward, but was unhurt. 
Candidates for the 635 
seats 
in 
the 
House 
of 
Commons had until Monday 


afternoon to file for the 
vote. 
The 
candidates 
included 630 Conservatives, 
625 Laborites, 516 Liberals 
and a grab bag of splinter 
party members.

The coal strike, combined

Heath has called Britain’s 
worst industrial crisis since 
World War II. 


Leaders of the National 
Union of Mineworkers met 
Monday with officials of the 
government’s National Pay 
Board in an attempt to work 
out a compromise salary 
agreement to end the strike. 


The coal workers have 
demanded a salary hike of 
up to 35 per cent, but the 
state-run 
National 
Coal 
Board has refused to grant 
more then the 16.5 per cent 
rise 
allowable 
under 
Heath’s anti-inflation wage 
guidelines.

Hawaii gridders speak out

football players said six teammates were “ betting 
regularly” on the Rainbows’ games, according to a 
copyrighted story' in the Honolulu Advertiser 
Moses Gutierrez and Scott Hudgins, both seniors, said 
Monday that they were substantiating charges made in 
November by quarterback Casey Ortez about gambling 
by their teammates 
Guperrez and Hudgins said, “ Some guys talked about 
the point spreads and their best like others talk about the 
waves and the weather 
The first story of a three part series appeared in the 
Advertiser. 
Gutierrez and Hudgins came to Hawaii last year after 
two seasons of college football in California. They said. 
“ On our former teams, there didn’t seem to be any 
gambling. There was no talk in the locker room about 
point spreads and bets. " 
They said. “ If the relatives and friends of some 
players are themselves making bets, it’s not surprising 
when those players end up doing the same thing The 
point is, this town is into gambling And betting on a 
football game7 It’s an everyday thing—like waking up 
and having orange juice. 
Gutierrez and Hudgins said six players “ were betting 
regularly ” 


Their story backed up Ortez’ earlier allegations 
Before leaving for the Mainland, Ortez said that “ less 
than 10” players were betting regularly on Hawaii 
games. 
His charges were investigated by the Honolulu Police 
Department, which announced one month later that 
there was no evidence to substantiate them 
But 
Gutierrez and Hudgins said noone talked to them, 
including the FBI. and they knew other players who were 
not questioned. 
Several 
players interviewed 
by 
the Advertiser 
acknowledged that from six to 10 players were engaged 
in regular betting operations, and said, “ some of those 
players kept in their lockers the point spread tally sheets 
used by bookmakers." 
They declined, however, to make names public 
because of fear for their physical safety, return to 
football, and the safety of their relatives in Hawaii. 
In Monday’s story, the two players said, “ You d be in 
the locker room or the training room, and one of the guys 
would yell across—at no-one in particular: Hey, what's 
our spread this week—Is it 15 or what9’” 
Coach Dave Holmes, who resigned the day before the 
latest charges, said he knew nothing about any gambling 
on the team.

WASHINGTON (U P I) — The country is in sad shape 
Few try to deny it, especially on this particular day and in 
this particular city where telling a lie no longer is looked on 
so much as a sin as an absolute outrage 
When you get right down to it though, who really makes 
up the country7 
The people in it, of course, and right there you have the 
nub of the whole problem. 
Physically speaking, seven out of every 10 persons in the 
United States of America simply can t hack it. according to 
one survey conducted by a group of insurance companies. 
This is an astonishing figure, and it jumps to a fraction 
better than nine out of 10 when you count only those over 28 
Male and female both are included, so one can’t point at 
the other 
Their stomachs protrude, their muscle tone generally is 
somewhere between so-so and poor, thev puff after walking 
up two flights and they couldn t run 500 yards, much less a 
mile, if their lives depended on it 
Based strictly on their physical condition, Americans are 
far from world beaters. If standings were kept, we’d be 
trailing the Japanese Islanders, West German Giants, 
African Aces, Russian Red Wings and even the Arab Oilers 
at this point. 
Most of the exercise many of our citizens get every day is 
switching on their TV sets or angrying up their blood pres­ 
sure against Richard Nixon and others in public office 
At least that’s the way it looks to me 
The whole things reminds me of this big. fat fellow I once 
saw so greatly agitated at a minor league ball game in 
Springfield. Mass. 
He was hollering at the home plate umpire, who was also 
huge, but at least 50 pounds lighter, and all game long this 
fan kept shouting: 
“ Hey, whalebelly, when are you gonna get in shape0’’ 
I remember that making me laugh So does James 
Brown, not the ex-football player, but the soul singer, who 
says: 
“ Anybody with a waistline bigger than 33 can’t sing in my 
group.” 
Well, as a non-exercising, 52-year-old World War II 
retread who barely manages to get inside James Brown's 
legal limit, I ventured my opinion that the majority of 
Americans are out of shape to C. Carson Conrad, executive 
director of the President’s Council on Physical Fitness and 
Sports, and you know what he said0” 
He said: “ I agree.” 
C. Carson Conrad is not Johnny-Come-Lately to this 
business of physical fitness. 
He came here four years ago after spending 17 years as 
chief of California’s program for physical education, health 
education and athletics involving five million school kids 
Conrad couples lack of exercise and smoking as two of 
the nation’s chief drawbacks to physical fitness 
“ If a person had any respect for himself, if he simply 
wanted to cut the risk of coronary heart disease in half, he 
could do it just by quitting smoking," Conrad says 
Much of the mail directed to the Council of Physical 
Fitness, however, addresses itself to another subject 
“ We get 5,000 letters a week,” says Conrad “ Most of 
those writing the letters are concerned with weight control. 
The women seem far more concerned about it than the 
men.” 
“ I ’d say our biggest problem, among the people in the 
country, I mean, is the lack of exercising to burn off the 
calories. It’s really a simple arithmetical formula. You 
take in the calories by eating and then work them off by 
exercise, at least 30 minutes a day 
“The point is you can’t burn off the calories with a few 
minutes of isometric exercises or a few minutes of 
calisthenics each morning 
“ I ’m looking at it as practitioner. I work at it every day 
and I ’m 62. I find this — there are more people exercising 
the way they should than I ’ve ever seen in my lifetime. At 
the same time there are more people doing less. More 
people are sitting and watching TV. It seems to be one of 
those ‘either-or’ situations. Some people are exercising 
more. Unfortunately, too many aren’t bothering at all. 
They’re simply doing nothing to burn off the calories, and 
you know what happens then ” 
Of course. We become a nation of Fatsos. 
Now and then, there is a shaft of light 
Two years ago, says C. Carson Conrad, the Board of 
Education in Philadelphia sought to eliminate athletics in 
high schools while the city was building a multi-million 
dollar stadium for the Eagles and Phillies, the professional 
football and baseball teams there The plan was voted down 
although the stadium was built anyway. 
“ Believe me,” says Conrad, “ if you want to really see 
some trouble in this country, just turn loose hordes of 
vigorous high school kids with no place to vent their 
energy " 
C. Carson Conrad doesn’t have to say any more. I m fully 
convinced.

Salmon, fines, 
and otters 


By ЛЛ.С. Cockshott 


The salmon season opener is past and fishing is now back 
to normal Port San Luis, usually a quiet and prosaic spot, 
was a scene of unrivaled activity over the weekend 
Facilities were improved at Harbor Associates dock with 
the installation of moorings, whereby a boat could be* put in 
the water in the evening and tied up to the mooring, and be 
ready to go at sunup Taxi service to and from, and the 
moorings, was provided for $3 50 a day. in addition to the 
standard launching charge 
The salmon did not respond to the general expectancy of 
opening day Fishing was spotty in the extreme, and manv 
anglers were completely skunked 
A few boats came in 
with engine trouble and no fish, and as of 2 p m . a total of 
six salmon had been checked in over Harbor Associates 
facility Many 
shakers 
were reported, and the few fish 
that were taken might average 10 pounds each 
The new system of launching overnight was well 
accepted The organized business of getting out of the 
water averaged three and a half minutes 
Practically any one who owned any sort of a seaworthy 
craft was out for salmon, but a few dedicated rock 
fishermen stayed with their first love anti reported the 
fishing was terrific This condition also existed prior to the 
salmon opener Many people appear to prefer rock fish to 
salmon, which is understandable Fillets of ling cod are to 
our way of thinking, the equal of the much vaunted chinook 


ANCHOVIES 
The State Fish and Game Commission turned down the 
request by commercial interests to increase the anchovy 
quota from 100,000 tons to 165.000 tons Representatives of 
bait hauling, and sportmens organizations and others, 
pointed to a shortage of anchovies from Morro Bay to San 
Diego The DFG sort of sat on the fence, admitting that 
200,000 tons of anchovies might be taken without harming 
the resource, but admitted that investigation had shown 
that the main schools were some 80 miles out at sea. off the 
Baja California coast, but that this pattern might change 
and bring them closer in' 
The issue is apparently not finished, as attorneys for the 
commercial interests will bring this matter before the 
Commission at their next meeting Let us hope that the big 
brass of the sportsmans organizations will not be worked 
over, and reverse their decision We remember one of the 
first meetings, held years ago in Monterey, when 
commercial fishing for anchovies was turned down, and by 
the next meeting the decision was reversed' The thin edge 
of the wedge was in, and has been getting deeper ever 
since' 
FIN ES 
Fines and arrests for fish and game violations during 1973 
were significantly greater than the previous year, the DFG 
reported 
Fines totaled $596.296 compared with $523.938 for 1972, 
and the number of arrests jumped from 15.936 to 18,106 
Courts suspended seven hunting and fishing licenses, and 
revoked 12 hunting and fishing licenses in 1973 
Some 1,026 cases were dismissed, 364 juvenile cases 
handled, and total days suspended 
6.500 
far 
outstripped the figures for the respective categories during 
the previous year 
Citations for having a loaded gun in a vehicle again led all 
hunting violations with 1,341 cases Some 7,713 anglers were 
cited for fishing without a license against 6,124 last year 
Wardens most frequently cited fishermen for, in addition 
to having no license, angling with more than one rod < 1,4521 
clams and shellfish (1,225 > and ocean fishing < 304» 
In a year in which wardens were alerted to widespread 
poaching and cattle rustling, they frequently assisted other 
law enforcement agencies In all. the DFG listed 630 cases 
of assistance involving many different types of criminal 
law violations, misdemeanors and felonies 
If you are one of the sportsmen who received the 1973 
DFG’s hunter questionnaire, 
the department 
would 
appreciate getting it from you 
Information from the 
survey is used to help make recommendations to the State 
Fish and Game Commission, which establishes seasons and 
bag limits. 


OTTERS 
The otters are increasing their field of operations, 
something that the abalone divers will not appreciate' The 
largest group of sea otters noted by the aerial survey 
included 50 animals off Monterey, 66 near Salmon Creek. 
100 off Cayucos Point, and 30 near Point Buchon The 
survey recorded a total of some 1,700 animals 
In the north the sea otter has extended its range from 
Seaside to Soquel Point, and in the south from Cayucos to 
Diablo Cove south of Morro Bay No doubt they are also 
interested in the nuclear power plant at that spot'

Commission 
is considering

by 
shortages 
and 
involuntary changes in life style.

The 
energy 
crisis, 
of 
course, 
is 
responsible for a portion of this. Life in 
these United States will never again be the 
same. 
“ But, no doubt it can be better,’ the 
advertising agency message read. “ Whole 
new industries will rise up from this 
confusion. New and better lifestyles will 
emerge. 
Ways 
of 
going, 
doing 
and 
experiencing never even dreamed of 
before. 
“ And, as always, those of us bold enough 
to chart a new course will prospect. Those 
who fearfully cling to a drowning past will 
founder in a sea of misgivings. 
“ Only if we harken to the doom-mongers 
are we truly sunk. 


Meanwhile in Ireland 


DUBLIN — There is a little quiet 
optimism here about the situation in

It has been going 
on for so long, it is 
difficult to stir up 
against it the kind 
of indignation that 
is appropriate. 
It 
used to be suspected 
that condemnations 
of the IRA by Irish 
politicians 
were 
formalistic, like the 
condemnations 
of 
the 
K K K 
by 
Southern politicians 
50 years ago. 


That 
is 
not 
true. 
The 
IRA 
Provisionals 
are 
genuinely 
deplored. It simply is not known 
what to do about them. And it is 
widely suspected that they are 
getting money not only (as is the 
most 
recent 
report) 
from 
the 
selling of dope in Western Europe, 
but that they are getting money 
from Americans who know not what 
they do. 


The confusion breeds its own 
figures, 
conventional, 
and 
eccentric. There is for instance a 
psychiatrist, Noel Browne, who was 
Minister of Health 25 years ago as a 
young man, and is now in the Senate.

Apart 
from 
socialism, his other passion is the 
denunciation of the Catholic Church. 
If one pins him down, he seems to be 
criticizing 
the 
Irish 
Catholic 
Church, as distinguished from the 
Catholic Church. On the other hand, 
he reiterates the fears of Northern 
Protestants at failing under “ Rome 
rule“ — one suspects his thought is 
not clearly formulated even in his 
own mind. 


We 
are 
all 
aware 
of 
the 
phenomenon of anti-clericalism. It 
is stronger in Ireland than one would 
suppose 
from the 
Bing Crosby 
movies. This disgust is searingly 
stated by such as Dr. Browne, who 
wrote 
recently 
that 
Cardinal 
Conway of Ireland “ is not helped 
when he assures us that we Irish 
are a deeply religious people’ when 
the 
nearby 
British 
Television 
Service 
showed clearly shocked 
ambulance men using wide shovels 
to scoop into plastic bags the pulped 
remains of innocent Protestant and 
Catholic men, women and children 
blown to bits by militantly Catholic 
Provisional bombers These young 
Republicans 
are 
the 
fanatical 
sectarian end-products of Cardinal 
Conway’s cultural, religious, and 


educational system. ‘Give us the 
child,’ they ask, and we did.’’ 
That kind of thing one would have 
expected 
to 
hear 
from 
fundamentalists 
discussing 
the 
Pope, sitting in a submarine off Key 
West, awaiting the election of A1 
Smith Dr. Browne does not explain 
which are the schools responsible 
for 
the 
counterparts 
of 
the 
Provisionals, the Ulster terrorists. 
The Provos are fanatic to be sure. 
But so are they fanatic who think of 
them as authentic products of 
Catholic education. 


They used to say about John Hume 
of Derry that he was a Catholic 
fanatic, though he never resorted to 
the use of force. Incredibly, he 
serves now in North Ireland as the 
Minister of Commerce, 
in the 
Cabinet of Brian Faulkner. 


This is the best news of all, the 
cautious cooperation of Catholics 
and Protestants in the Executive 
and in the new Council of Ireland 
The cabinet has been boycotted by 
the extremist Protestants — the 
Paisleyites, who are not satisfied 
that the White Paper from London 
should have guaranteed that North 
Ireland will never be integrated into 


Ireland proper except by the consent 
of the governed. 
John Hume used to say that, 
indeed, 
that exactly 
was what 
should be made to happen — that it 
is the vote of all the people in 
Ireland that counts, not the vote of 
the factitious six counties in the 
north, prescinded by the Act of 1920. 
But Hume has changed his tone 
entirely since, at age 35, joining the 
government in the north And he has 
done this without apparently losing 
his constituency. 
This is solid achievement, and the 
fruits of it are the gradual isolation 
of 
what 
Dr. 
Browne, 
as 
a 
psychiatrist, should know to call the 
aberrants. 
The 
anarchists 
meanwhile failed to pick up any 
support in England, where Mr. 
Wilson endorsed wholeheartedly the 
handling of the Irish problem by Mr. 
Heath. A year or two of progress at 
this level and it will become plainer 
that the terrorists, are really killing 
people because killing people is a 
form 
of 
excitement, 
and 
like 
kidnapping young girls, if you can 
put an ideological gloss on it, you 
increase your self-esteem, which is 
more esteem than these sadists are 
entitled to. 
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“A long time ago we sent some guys, whose names I 
don't remember, up to Skylab. I was just wondering, 
did we ever bring 'em back?”

For want of a nail... 


In rural America today it is still 
common to hear an old timer 
referred to as being of “ the baling 
wire school of philosophy.” That 
meant 
he 
could 
somehow 
accomplish 
difficult 
tasks 
with 
nothing to help him except a piece of 
baling wire. Well that kind of 
character may 
be 
required 
by 
today’s farmers in the face of a 
shortage 
of 
baling 
wire 
itself. 
Rancher 
DeWayne 
Holmdahl 
outlined 
the 
problem 
Saturday 
during 
Lompoc 
Farm 
Bureau’s 
annual “ wives’ night banquet.” 
Holmdahl is out of 
wire for his own 
uses, but is hopeful 
that an allocation of 
30 to 70 per cent of 
last year’s volume 
may be announced 
soon. In the mean­ 
time if a farmer has 
to harvest a crop of 
grain 
and 
that 
may 
begin 
next 
month 
in 
some 
areas if the warm 
weather holds, 
he has a couple of alternatives. In 
the absence of baling wire he can 
thresh it or turn cattle loose in the 
fields. 
Neither 
alternative 
is 
entirely satisfactory. 


There are a variety of reasons for 
the 
dilemma 
according 
to 
Holmdahl, not the least of them 
being the pricing structure for 
baling wire. There has been wide­ 
spread use of Japanese baling wire 
and because of that fact, some 
American 
manufacturers 
have 
chosen to put their steel into other 
products that bring them a higher 
return on the investment. This in 
turn has led to the closing of some 
baling wire plants, Holmdahl said. 
Holmdahl’s remarks came at the 
end of a meeting highlighted by the 
appearance 
of 
Sen. 
Robert 
Lagomarsino who is running for the 
congressional seat 
that became 
vacant with the death of Rep. 
Charles M. Teague. 
Lagomarsino told the farmers and 


ranchers that agriculture had now 
been given a number one priority for 
fuel because of the importance of 
the field of activity. But he warned 
his listeners that they must guard 
against abusing the favored position 
or they would jeopardize the welfare 
of all agriculturists. 
In his assessment of the energy 
crisis, Lagomarsino talked of the 
shale 
oil 
process, 
and 
other 
alternatives 
for 
traditional 
oil 
supplies. And he said it wouldn't 
help in the short run but over the 
long 
haul 
the 
possibility 
of 
geothermal energy was “ exciting.”
